Under instruction since July 1, 1887, males, 103; females, 31. Of 
these, 05 have been in the collegiate department, representing 20 States 
and the District of Columbi.a, and 72 in the primary departincnt. 

The number of pupils from the District of Columbia, under instruc¬ 
tion since the date of our last report, is twenty-seven, of which twenty- 
five now remain. The number in the college, as allowed by section 
4805 II. S., since the date of the last report, has been fifty-four, no more 
than forty being present at any given time. 

A list of the names of the pupils connected with the institution since 
July 1, 1887, Avill be found appended to this report. , 

HEALTH OF THE PUPILS. 

Very few cases of illness have occurred among the pupils during the 
year—none of a serious ch.aracter, and no deaths. The institution has, 
however, experienced a sad loss in the death of the attending physician. 

DEATH OF DR. GARNETT. 

Dr. Alex.andor Y. P. Garnett, who died at llehoboth Peach, Del., last 
July, was the attending physician to the institution during the first 
four years of its history, viz, from IMay, 1857, to IMay, 1801. Por twenty 
months of this period, at a time when the resources of the institution 
were small, ho served without ch.argo. Pemoving his residence to Kich- 
mond, Va., in the spring of 1801, he was succeeded by Dr. N. S. Lincoln, 
who filled the ollice of attending physician to this institution with signal 
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success until tlie summer of 1885. Upon Dr. Lincoln’s resignation, Dr. 
Garnett, having returned to Washington several years previously, re¬ 
sumed his old j)osition, and continued to discharge its duties up to the 
time of his death, hlis interest in the work of the institution was keen 
and appreciative. His vivacity and good humor in the sick-room helped 
on his patients to recovery and won him the friendship of all who came 
in contact with him. Of'his professional ability it is not necessary to 
speak in this report. It is enough to say that he ranked with the first 
practitioners in the District of Columbia. His death is a source of sin¬ 
cere sorrow in this institution, and his memory will ever be cherished 
here. - ^ 

DEATHS IN THE BOAUD OP DIKECTORS. 

Since the date of our last report, two members of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors, both of advanced age, and early benefactors of the institution, 
have passed away—William W. Corcoran and James C. McGuire. 

William W. Corcoran .—The directors, at a meeting held on the day 
of Mr. Corcoran’s funeral in January last, adopted the following min¬ 
utes: 

In tlie death of William Wilson Corcoran, tho Colniubi.a Institution for tho Doaf 
and Dumb sustains an irreparalile loss; for Mr. Corcoran was one of tlioso, very few 
of whom now remain, whoso liberal gifts, in the earliest days, made tho establish¬ 
ment of this institution iiossiblo. 

As a member of tho board of management Mr. Corcoran’s active, earnest interest 
in tlie institution will ever bo remembered ; an interest maintained oven in the closing 
mouths of his life, tho last meeting of the directors, in October, having been held by 
his request, at his residence. Ills many valuable benefactions, given whenever his 
aid was soiiglit, to both tho school and the college, his kindly presence on pulilic oc¬ 
casions, his warm sympathy, often expressed, with the peculiar work of the institu¬ 
tion, will cause his name to bo handed down in its history as one of the real saints in 
its calendar. 

Tho directors desire to express their keen sense of personal sorrow in Mr. Corcoran’s 
death. 

Ills place among them may bo supplied, it c.an never bo filled. 

Tho precious lessons of his pure and noble life are commended to tho j'onth of tho 
institution as that which may inspire in them tho loftiest iiossible aims, both for the 
life on earth and for that which is to be hereafter. 

James C, McOuire. —Mr. McGuire, long and favorably known as a 
prominent business man in the Federal capital, was a warm personal 
friend of the founder of this institution, the Hon. Amos Kendall. 

As such he became interested in the establishment of the institution. 
Ho w’as named by act of Congress as one of its corporators and first 
directors, and contributed liberally to its resources during the first five 
years of its existence. Until his health failed he was regular in his at¬ 
tendance u])on the meetings of the Board, and often, even in later years, 
was present at such meetings and on public occasions at no little sac¬ 
rifice of his personal comfort. 

For Ids benefactions to the cause of deaf-mute education in this Dis¬ 
trict, for tho faithful discharge of his duties as a director, and for his 
kindly personal qualities, he will be remembered hero with respect and 
att'ection. 


COURSES OF INSTRUCTION. 

The work of instruction in the several departments of the institution 
has been carried on in accordance Avith the full curriculum which was 
presented in the report for 1887, and which need not bo repeated at this 
time. Our pupils and students, under tho care of their competent and 
zealous instructors, have made satisfactory progress.

FITTING Ur OP THE LABOUATOBY. 

In one of the important departments of our college work, that of 
chemistry, our facilities for teaching have been vastly increased during 
the year now under review, by the partial fitting up of the new labor¬ 
atory, the completion of which w'us mentioned in our last report. 

The equipment of the laboratory includes a lecture-table, four work¬ 
ing tables of improved designs supplied with Bunsen burners, hot and 
cold-water-taps, tanks, shelves, drawers, and lockers; a number of 
hoods with out door draughts, under which all operations involving the 
generation of noxious gases can be carried on ; an instantaneous water- 
heater, a combustion furnace, a hot-water drying oven, a Becker balance 
in case, a microscope, a spectroscope, Gailfo’s induction apparatus, and 
a set of volumetric apparatus; also sets of reagents and the principal 
chemicals required to illustrate the elements of chemistry. 

Alreadj’ several of our graduates have become practical chemists, 
and we have reason to expect that many other deaf youths will be able, 
in this branch of professionablo labor, to compete with their hearing 
brothers. 

PHYSICAL TRAINING. 

The benefits of regular physical training, provided by the liberality 
of Congress iii few years ago, continue to bo most ai)])arent. That such 
training is of great assistance in mental and moral as w'ell as physical 
improvement there can be no doubt. 

Muscular exertion, tending to a more perfect development of the nerv¬ 
ous system, at the same time securing rest to the brain, can not but 
act favorably in helping on strong, vigorous, mental growth; while 
gymnasium Avork as an outlet for that surplus animal vitality'in the 
young, Avhich so often renders discii)lino necessary, is a valuable aid in 
preserving the moral tone of an educational institution. 

The aim of our gymnastic training is in the direction of producing 
well-developed, straight, symmetrical, serviceable bodies, rather than 
enormous muscles ami giant strength. The weak muscles are exercised 
and built up rather than those already strotig by nature. 

The measurements last year of members of the senior and sophomore 
classes, as compared with the measurements taken of the same men on 
entering college, will give an idea of the gain both in actual size and 
strength and in symmetry. The measurements are taken in millimeters.

ESTIMATES FOB NEXT YEAE. 


64,684.86 


Tlio following estiiii.ite for the service of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1890, has already been snbiuitted: 

For tho support of the institution, iuclnding salaries and incidental 
expenses, and for books and illustrative apparatus, for general repairs 
and improvements, $57,500. 

Also the following for tho current fiscal year: 

For current expenses for the year ending June 30,1889, in addition 
to the amount already appropriated, $5,000. 

The estimate for current expenses for the year ending June 30, 1890, 
$57,500, is larger by $2,500 than the amount appropriated for the last 
fiscal year. 

The necessity for this increase. ari.«e8 out of the gradual but steady 
growth of the number to bo cared for in the institution. In 1886 our 
pupils numbered 120. In 1887 we had 138, and our numbers are certain 
to exceed 150 next year. If the Jimount asked for is appropriated, the 
cost per pupil per annum v’ill bo considerably less than for the years 
1886 and 1887. 

Tho estimate of $5,000 as a deficiency for the current fiscal year is 
submitted in view of tho fact that Congress has appropriated for the 
expenses of this year oidy $52,500, which is less by $2,500 than the 
amount annually allowed by Congress for several years past. 

In the opinion of tho directors it will only be possible to bring the 
expenses of the current year within tho amount already granted by 
Congress by such a curtailment of outlay as would seriously cripple tho 
oirerations of the institution, and result greatly to the disadvantage of 
those for whose benefit it is sustained. 

It has been tho uniform policy of the directors, since tho foundation 
of the institution, to study tho closest possible economy in its manage¬ 
ment consistent with the best possible results, and they have felt that 
tho class of persons for whose benefit the institution was established, 
in view of the peculiar disability under which they labor, and which 
exists through no fault of their own, deserve educational facilities at 
least equal to the best attbrded to their more favored brothers and 
sisters in any part of the country. 

Believing it to be the policy of tho Government to do as much as 
this for the children of silence who are gathered within the walls of 
tlie most i)rominent institution in the country, the directors have au¬ 
thorized tho submission of these estimates, and will hoi)e for their 
favorable consideration by Congress. 
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CONFERENCE OF PRINCIPALS IN MISSISSIPPI. 

In April last, the sixth national conference of principals of schools 
for the deaf was held at Jackson, IMississippi. The meeting was largely , 
attended, and the delegates were most liospitably entertained by the 
State Institution for the Deaf at Jackson. Valuable papers were read 
and interesting discussions had. 

This institution was represented by the president, who also visited, 
while in the South, the school for the deaf recently established at Saint 
Augustine, Fla,

I. Tlio academic year is divided into three ternm, the iirst beninninfi on tho Thnrs- 
day hoforo tlio last Thursday in Seidcmbor, and closing on tho Stth of December; tlio 
second beginning tlie ‘2d of January, and closing tho last of March; the third be¬ 
ginning the Ist of April, and closing the Wednesday hoforo tho last Wednesday in 
June. 

II. Tho vacations are from the 24th of December to tho 2d of .lanuary, and from tho 
Wednesday before tho last Wednesd.ay in Juno to tho Thursday boioro tho last Thurs¬ 
day in September. 

III. There arc holidays at Thanksgiving, Washington’s Birthdaj-, Easter, and Deco¬ 
ration Day. 

IV. Tho pupils m.ay visit their homes during tho regular vacations and at the abovo- 
Jiamed holidays, but at no other time, unless for some special, urgent reason, and 
then only by permission of tho prosidont. 

y. Tho bills for tho maintonauco and tuition of pupils supported by their friends 
must bo piiid sonii-annnally, in advance. 

VI. Tho charge for pay pupils is l|;150 c.ach per annum. This sum covers all ex¬ 
penses ill tho primary department except clothing, and all in tho college except cloth¬ 
ing and books. 

VII. The Government of the United States defrays tho exiionsos of those who ro- 
sido ii/tho District of Columbia, or whoso parents are in tho Army or Navy, provided 
they are unahlo to pay for their education. To students from tho States and Terri¬ 
tories who have not tho means of dofr.aying all tho expenses of tho college oourso tho 
hoard of directors renders such assistance ns circumstances seem to reijuiro, as far ns 
the means at its disposal for this object will allow. 

VIII. It is expected that tho friends of tho pupils will provide thorn with clothing, 
and it is important that upon entering or roturning to the institution thov should bo 
supidied with a suffleiont amount for an entire year. All clothing should bo plainly 
marked with tho owner’s namo. 

IX. All letters concerning pupils or applications for admission should bo addressed 
to tho prosidont. 

X. The institution is open to visitors during term time on Thursdays only, botwcon 
the hours of 10 a. m. and 3 p. ni. Visitors are aduiitted to chapel services on Sunday 
afternoons at a quarter past 3 o’clock. 

XI. Congress has inado provision for the education, at public expense, of tho indi¬ 
gent blind and the indigent feoblo-mindod of toaohablo ago belonging to tho District 
of Columbia. 

Persons desiring to avail thcmsolvcs of these provisions are required by law to 
make application to the president of this institution. 
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
